There are 
three things urged upon us in the 
text: 1, “Looking unto Jesus” for 
salvation. 2. “Looking unto Jesus” 
for successful running of the race 
after salvation. 3. “Looking unto 
Jesus” for our security: 


IL. 
“Looking Unto Jesus” for 
Salvation 
Time would fail me to tell of 
the many other things unto which 


speople are looking for salvation, 


such as good works, moral char- 
acter, church membership, ordi- 
nances, forms and ceremonies, 
“Looking unto Jesus.” There are 
penances, the externals of religion, 
reformation and such like. The 
supreme effort of Satan is to de- 


ceive and mislead people at this 
point—either to get them to trust 
in something ‘entirely separate and 
apart from the blood of Jesus 
Christ, or to stop short of sav- 
ing faith in His blood, or to 
add something to it in order 
to obtain salvation. It is just 
as fatal to stop short of sav- 
ing faith in Jesus Christ, even 
though accepting all His teach- 
ings, moral standards and ethics 
as it is to reject Him entirely. 
It is also equally as fatal to \add 
something to simple faith in Jesus 
alone and to trust in Jesus plus 
good works, church membership, 
ordinances, etc. For He is the 
only Saviour. There are going to 
be many terrible revelations when 
men meet Him at the judgment. 
Did He not say, “Not everyone 
that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the will 
of my father which is in heaven” 
(Matt. 7:21). But someone will 
say, “I thought you said that sal- 
vation did not depend upon what 
one did.” Yes, I did say that 
and still say it. Jesus settled that 
matter once and for all when the 
people asked, “What shall we do, 
that we might work the works of 
God? Jesus answered and _ said 
unto them: This is the work of 
God, that ye believe on him whom 
he hath sent.” (John 6:28, 29). 


Look unto Him as the’ only 
Saviour. Hear the Word of God! 
“Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” 
(Acts 4:12). Again the Scripture 
says, “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he 
that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.” (Jno. 3:36). 
Jesus himself said, “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no. man 
cometh unto the Father, but by 
me.” (Jno. 14:6). You will note 
that He did not say, “I am a 
way,’ but that He used the defi- 


‘nite article THE. This means that 


He is the way to the exclusion of 
all others. He is not the “way 
shower” as Mrs. Eddy and other 
(modernists) would have us be- 
lieve, but He is “The Way” itself. 
He is not merely the way to 
eternal life, but He is that and 
more: He “‘is the life.” It is writ- 
ten, “He that believeth not God 
hath made him a liar; because he 
believeth not the record that gave

of his Son. And this is the record 
that God hath given to us eternal 
life, and this life is in his Son. He 
that hath the Son hath life; and 
he that hath not the Son hath not 
life.” (1 Jno, 5:10-12). Could 
language make anything more 
definitely clear and plain? Yet, 
Jesus knowing how Satan would 


| deceive pedple at this point, and 


knowing how prone people are to 
listen to Satan instead of God 
added this additional warning to 
what He had said about Himself 
being the way: “No man cometh 
to the Father, but by me.” (Jno. 
14:6). Yet, in spite of such an 
unmistakably clear statement, 
there are still multitudes who be- 
lieve they can be saved some other 
way. 

Look unto Jesus as the all-suf- 
ficient Saviour, It is Jesus, plus 
nothing, minus nothing, who saves. 
It is written, “He is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that 
come to God by him, seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession 
for them.” (Heb. 7:25). Surely 


we can understand that “to. the 
uttermost” includes all manner of 
sinners; that they never get too 
deep in sin, never sink too low 
nor get too far away from God 
but that His saving grace and 
power is sufficient. It is said 
that one of the favorite acts of 
Dwight L. Moody was to stand 


before the vast throngs who came: 


to hear him preach and shout to 
the top of his voice, “Jesus is able 
to save the. devil’s castaways.” 
When the word of God says, “To 
the uttermost”, it means to the 
utmost limit of man’s condition, 
to the uttermost. of man’s need, 
through every trial and tempta- 
tion and unto the last step of the 
way. There is no-limit in time 
or eternity to the all-sufficiency of 
Jesus! This is the reason Paul 
could shout so triumphantly from 
a Roman dungeon, “I can do all 
things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me,” (Phil. 4:13), 
Cast aside every vestige of hope 
you might ever have entertained 
in anything else; open wide your 
heart to Jesus Christ; cast your- 
self by faith upon Him; trust only 
in His merit; claim for your own 
the finished work of His atone- 
ment, and all the devils in hell 
or out can’t keep you from being 
saved. “For he is faithful who 
promised.” (Heb. 10:23). Remem- 
ber that His work of atonement 
is a finished work. This is the 
meaning of that triumphant shout 
from the cross just before He 
“yielded up his spirit” to the 
Father. Hear it! “When Jesus 
therefore had received the vine- 
gar, he said, It is finished: and 
bowed his head and gave up the 


ghost.” Matthew, Mark and Luke|_ 


all three state, “And Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, and gave up the 
ghost.” It is not the feeble ex- 
hausted cry of a dying man, re- 
lieved at the thought that his 
agony is about over, It is the 
shout of a victor. “It is finished!” 
It ig the most triumphant state- 
ment in the Word of God, or in 
all time, After He had shed the 
last drop of His blood for the 
remission of man’s sin; after He 
had completed His expiration for 
sin; paid the awful debt of the 
centuries of sinning; 
price for our eternal redemption; 
opened the way from earth to 
heaven; made possible our en-

“Neither by the blood 
of goats and calves, but by his 
own blood he entered in once in 
the holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption for us.” (Heb. 
9:12). It means that the last 
farthing of the debt of sin has 
been paid; God’s law has been 
perfectly kept; prophecy has been 
fulfilled to the last letter; God's 
holiness has been satisfied; His

ent Saviour. Yes, His is a fin- 
ished work. Nothing need be, in- 
deed nothing can be added to it. 
Now, all that God requires is that 
man accept the finished work of 
Christ on Calvary’s Cross and be 
saved from all sin, for all time 
and all eternity. 


This is why Paul said, “And ye 
are complete in him, who is the 
head of all principality and 
power.” (Col. 2:10), When you 
have Christ you have all that 
God requires for salvation. 
There is no place nor need for 
human. merit, good works nor 
human righteousness. Nothing 
can be added to completeness, and, 
praise God, nothing can be taken 
away from it. “For if by one man’s 
offense death reigned by one; 
much more they which receive 
abundance of grace and of the 
gift of righteousness shall reign 


‘in life by one, Jesus Christ. There- 


fore as by the offense of one judg- 
ment came upon all men to Con- 
demnation; even so by the right- 
teousness of one the free gift came 
upon all men unto justification of 
life. For as by one man’s disobedi- 
ence many were made sinners, so 
by the obedience of one shal] 
(Rom. 
5:17-19). So, my. unsaved friend, 
whoever you are, whatever your 
sin, rest your soul upon His fin- 
ished work; by faith accept what 
He has done in your behalf and 
He will wash you from all your 
sin in His own precious blood and 
clothe your poor naked destitute 
soul in His perfect righteousness, 
and then you will stand before God 
justified from all things.

Dr, Joe Henry Hankins recently 
held a very successful revival cam- 
paign in York, Pennsylvania. Be- 
cause of lack of space, we have 
been unable to run his letter, writ- 
ten while in the meeting, until 
now. We are happy to hear from 
him, He is one of the most fervent, 
spirit-filled Bible preachers in 
America.

“Dear Brother John: 

“Your good. letter of the 13th 
reached me here yesterday. I am 
now in the second week of a meet- 
ing here with the Fourth United 
Brethren Church, the same church 
that I was with for three weeks 
last January.

Beer in the Camps 

During World War I it was a 
violation of the law to sell any 
kind of alcoholic beverage to any 
man .in American uniform any- 
where. But in this war, beer is 
sold in the camp exchanges with 
ice cream, soda pop, peanuts and 
chewing gum, even in camps lo- 
cated in_ prohibition — territory. 
What is more, beer is frequently 
provided free on social occasions. 


On Maneuvers 
Not only have the beer trucks 
rumbled up and down the camp 
streets delivering their foaming.

bled to a stop and eager troops" 


have converged upon them. In 
many 6f the camps and maneuvers 
in the more arid sections and in 
the hotter climates there was vir- 
tually no ice water but plenty of 
ice-cold. beer.

Beer on Ships 


Many are the stories told by 
servicemen of the cargoes of. beer 
aboard their ships.’ The Conti- 
nental Can Company of Chicago 
carried a full-page advertisement 
in the Newsweek of June 5, 1944, 
which told about twelve men who 
drifted in a lifeboat for forty- 
four days. They had no water, 


nor food, but there were 960 cans |. 


of beer in the boat. The adver- 
tisement stated: “You'll find 
American beer wherever you find 
United States troops overseas, 
from the Arctic to the jungle.”

Algiers 

The Newsweek of June 26, 1944, 
carried a short comment entitled 
“GI Breweries” in which it stated: 
“GI thirst is so great in the 
warmer war theaters that it has 
forced the Army to open its own 
breweries. Béer is brewed in Al- 
giers under’ the supervision of the 
Army Exchange Service. As a re- 
sult, Army units in the area can 
back a truck to the loading. plat- 
form and, on presentation of cash 
and credentials, load on a unit’s 
weekly ration.” | 


Think about that! 
'.The Army is going into the beer 
business and is establishing its 
own breweries. 


Italy 

On April 21, 1944, the Associ- 
ated Press sent from the Allied 
Headquarters in Naples <he in- 
formation that “twenty thousand 
gallons of beer, brewed in Naples 
according to American specifica- 
tions .from American products, 
had arrived on the Anzio beach- 
head for troops of the Fifth Army. 
The beer, the first to be issued 
in Italy to the Americans, was 
brewed under supervision of First 
Lf. Allan J. Barney, a brewery 
chemist, of St. Louis. Supplies 
will be issued to other troops in 
Italy as soon as a backlog has 
been created.” 


Normandy 


On July 16, 1944, the United 
Press sent out from the Supreme 
Headquarters of the A.E.F. an 
article entitled: “Barrels of Beer 
Flown to Normandy.” That arti- 
“Thirsty airmen in 
Normandy look forward now to 
the frequent arrival of the beer. 
barrel bombers. To replenish mea- 
ger supplies available at the front, 
pilots of nonoperational fighter 
bombers are slinging full beer 
barrels. onto bomb racks and fly- 
ing them across the Channel. The 
regular barrels as they come from 
the brewers are equipped with a 
special streamlined nose to cut 
dewn wind resistance.” 


What do you ‘think of that? 


Bombers are burning § high- 
octane gasoline to fly beer to the. 
Normandy beachhead! 


The Brewers’ Dream Realized 


In view of these facts we are 
not surprised to see an article 
sent from New York by the Asso- 
ciated Press on June 14, 1944. 
Captioned “Army Calls for More 
Beer,” the article declares: 


The United States Army needs more 
beer to quench the thirst of its fight- 
ing men. 


John H. Connelly, administrative 
beer co-ordinator, Army. Exchange 
Service, disclosed that, contrary to ex- 
pectations, the amount of beer needed 
for the Army in this country has not 
dropped in accordance with a rise in 
the demand for overseas expected as 
more men were shipped abroad. 


There still remains at home, he said, 
a large complement of military per- 
sonnel whose ‘‘demands are fantastic,’’ 
which probably could be attributed to 
an over-all increase in the trend to- 
ward beer, ‘but it is more likely 


that hundreds and thousands of new 


friends, and young friends at that, 
are being acquir by the brewing 
industry.” 


The brewers have realized their 
cherished dream of cultivating a 
taste for beer in millions of young 
men. That was the goal they es- 
tablished for themselves. To ac-

of whisky hampered and hindered 
the Fifth War Loan because God- 
fearing fathers and mothers and 
loved ones refused to buy bonds 
if the money from those bonds 
was to be used to purchase 
whisky. 

On December 31, 1943, the Chi- 
cago Tribune carried the start- 
ling, and to many temperance- 
loving fathers and mothers the 
dismaying, announcement that 
American plane combat crews 
were being given whisky by the 
Government. The report came 
from Allied Headquarters in Al- 
giers and stated that for the first 
time in history American plane 
combat crews were receiving 
whisky in an experiment to re- 
lieve “pilot fatigue.” “The whis- 
ky,” the article stated, “is admin- 
istered in allotments of two-ounce 
shots. Upon returning from a 
combat mission each member of a 
crew is given a drink of good 
Government - purchased bourbon 


under auspices of medical officers.” 


It was on a voluntary basis and 
no one was forced to drink it. 


My friends, these are the means 
and methods by which beer- and 
liquor-drinking has been encour- 
aged, fostered and *promoted 
among our armed forces under 
one pretext or another. In the 
last World War the drinking of 
discouraged but it was specifically 
forbidden and outlawed. In this 
war it is promoted and encour- 
aged. Thousands of fine,.. clean, 
nondrinking boys who went away 
from their homes with the. kisses 


of pure mothers and the prayerff 


of godly fathers upon them will 


likely return home after.this war 


to humiliate and embarrass those 
fathers and mothers by _ their 
drinking escapades. 

Here is a concrete example. 


A nondrinking boy from Iowa 
fought in the First World War. 
While in France he acquired the 
drinking habit and when he: re- 
turned to this country after the 
war he bought liquor in prohibi- 
tion days from bootleggers. He 
drank, caroused and embarrassed 
his family. He forged checks: He 
was shiftless and worthless. But 
his family loved him. I am per- 
sonally acquainted with one of the 
family, a minister, who told. me 
this heartbreaking story.

about what to do. These three 
things about God are wonderful, 


God Is Not Discouraged 


He never gets ed. 
Somebody has said that Satan’s 
chief weapon against a Christian 
is to get him discouraged. When 
you are discouraged, you do not 
have faith, When you get dis- 
couraged, you quit praying. When 
you get discouraged, you quit work- 
ing. When you get discouraged, you 
cannot win anybody else. Who 
wants to follow a god that does 
not give peace and comfort? Who 
would set out to serve God saying, 
“All right, I'll serve the true God, 
but all His people are discouraged 
and looking down there noses’? 
These harsh-faced Christians! Dis- 
couraged Christians cannot do 
much, But we have a God who is 
never discouraged. 


One of the things prophesied 
about Jesus Christ before He came 
is that “He shall not fail nor be 
discouraged, till he have set judg- 
ment in the earth.” (Isa. 42:4). 
Right straight on from that 
borrowed manger for a cradle, 
right straight on to the borrowed 
tomb of the grave Jesus went with 
His face set like a flint. He knew 
from whence He came, He knew 
what was His end. He never falt- 
ered, He never fainted, He never 
got discouraged, and He will not 
be discouraged until He returns to 
earth to reign, and sets judgment 
in the earth. God is never dis- 
couraged. If you are down in the 
mouth, why not go and settle 
yourself down under the wings 
that overshadow the Christian, 
and in the everlasting arms that 
are underneath? Why not say, 
“God isn’t discouraged; why should 
I be? 

“Why should I charge my soul 
with care? 

The wealth in every mine 
Belongs to Christ, God’s Son and 

Heir, 

And He’s a friend of mine.” 

Why, we should not feel dis- 
couraged if God is not discouraged. 
That is one reason the Scripture 


commanded “that men-ought al- 


ways to pray, and not to faint” 
(Luke 18:1), to pray so we will 
not be discouraged. Come to God; 
He is never discouraged. 
God Does Not Get Weary 

The next thing is: “neither Is 
weary.” It is human to get tired. 
Jesus knew how tired people get.

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When He was here, He said to His 
disciples one time, “Come ye your- 
selves apart into a desert place, 
and rest awhile’ (Mark 6:31.) It 
is natural for us to get tired. God 


in His beneficient kindness has 
furnished the night time.that we 
might close our eyes, that bodily 
processes might slow down in a 
little time of slumber, and that 
the body might take on the deeper 
breathing, the slower pulse, and 
that men in sleep should rest and 
be refreshed for the morrow. It 
is natural for people to get tired, 
but God does not get tired, He 
is never weary! We can go to Him 
again and again and again. Some- 
times we may talk to others, and 
they may get tired of us, Other 
people get tired of our sins. Now 
and then a mother will say, “I’m 
getting tired of that! You'd better 
quit or I'll sure attend to you!” 
But God never gets tired, God will 
whip us when we need a whipping, 
but His love is the same, He never 
fails, He never gets tired, just as 
He never gets discouraged. 


God Always Has a Way Out 

The Scripture says about God 
that “There is no searching of his 
understanding.” God always has 
something else up His sleeve. You 
say, “I don’t know the way out.” 
That doesn’t mean that God does 
not know the way out. God always 
does. “There is no searching of His 
understanding.” Nobody ever yet 
reached the limit of the possibili- 
ties that God has, and there is 
always a way to avoid the horns 
of the dilemma with God, There 
is always another road if one road 
bogs down. If one bridge is out, 
don’t be worried; God has a de- 
tour. God is never at the end of 
His understanding, never at the 
limit of His Wisdom. So I can 
safely say, “If God is not at His 
wit’s end, then there is still a way 
for me.” There never is an end 
to the way out. There never is a 
road blocked forever when you 
have God, for God is never at His 
wit’s end. 


Power for the Faint 


Then the Scripture says, “He 
giveth power to the faint; and to 
them that have no might he in- 
creaseth strength” (verse 29). 
God gives power to the weak! This 
is a wonderful thing. How good 
it was to me when I first found 
it. I can remember: once that I 
came, like Paul, when I struggled 
in fetters and bonds, and I said, 
“Oh, God, this thorn in the flesh— 
take it away! I could be a better 
Christian, I could be a_ better 
preacher if I were not so weak, 
if I were not so frail, If I knew 
more, if I had.this thing out of 
the way!” But God said, “But my 
strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness.” (II Cor. 12:9). God had 
rather do something for a weak 
person than for a strong one. Did 
you know that God will hear the 
cry of:a widow or an orphan more 
quickly than the cry of a wife 
with a strong husband, or the cry 
of a child with a good father? 
Did you know that God would 
hear the cry of a poor man be- 
fore the cry of a rich man? Did 
you know that God will hear the 
cry of a man at his wit’s end who 
does not know how to find the 
way out, that He will hear his 
cry more quickly than that of a 
man who has resources and mon- 
ey in the bank and all the friends 
he needs? Why should that man 
need to pray? God says, “I like 
to hook the trailer that does not 
have an engine of its own on 
behind my locomotive.” God wants 
to take care of the power, and 


wants you just to take care of 


following. Look onto God! “He 
giveth power to the faint.” He 
doesn’t 8g power to the strong 
people, He gives power to the 
faint. That is the reason Jesus 
said, “Blessed be ye poor: for 
is the kingdom of God” 
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Cake 6:20). Rich man, rich wom- 
an, you have to be poor to come 


| to God. You have-to say, “Lord, 


my righteousness is only filthy 
rags, my power is. only human 
power, so limited, so frail. My 
bodily strength will fade and melt 
away, my human wisdom is only 
finite and frail. How often it fails 
me. Oh, God, I am fainting!” Then 
God will give you strength. “He 
giveth power to the faint; and to 
them that have no might He in- 
creaseth strength.” 

When, you see strong people, 
how often we say, “My, I wish I 
were as good a Christian as that 
fellow.” Well, you had better not 
be so strong, you might get into 
more trouble because, “He giveth 
power to the faint.” “Even the 
youths shall faint and be weary, 
and the young men shall utterly 
fall.” I am forty-five years old, 
and sometimes I feel much 
younger. I am always going at 
things, lickety-split. The other day 
I sat at a table and a little girl 
lingered at her grapefruit juice at 
breakfast. I said, “I’ll have mine 
drunk before you get yours down!” 
She got busy and drank it right 
down, Then I thought, maybe that 
isn’t a good thing to teach a child. 
But I go at eating like I do every- 
thing else. When I played football, 
I went at it. When I broke broncs, 
I went at it with all my might. 
When I preach I preach faster 
than other people and longer if 
they will let me. But what God 
wants us to know is that He gives 
the power when we do not have 
any. I am getting to where I can- 
not run down the stairs three 
steps at a time. I will fall and 
break my fool neck some day. I 
can still read without glasses if I 
hold the book out far enough from 
me and if I have the light strong 
enough, but I find I'll have to be 
singing that song of Tindley’s one 
of these days. 


“When your youthful days are 
gone, 

And old age is stealing on, 

And your body bends beneath its 
weight of care. 

He will never leave you then, 

He'll go with you to the end, 

Take your burden to the Lord and 
leave it there.” 


But listen, God gives power to 
weak people. Even the strength 
of young people will fail. Even 
people with ¢gollege educations do 
not know enough. Even people as 
clean and fine as a Pharisee are 
not good enough. God gives the 
power to the folks that do not 
Have any. God gives a blessing to 
the people who are weak and 
empty and hungry. Young people 
will fail, just as old people fail. 
Ah, the older people sometimes 
say, “Well, I guess youth will have 
to take charge of this world; old 
people have made such a mess of 
it.” But the truth of the matter 
is that young people come on and 
make just as much of a mess of it 
as the old ones. did before them. 
What we need is not human 
strength, whether young or old. 
We have to have God's strength, 
and we can have it, for He says, 
“He giveth power to the faint; and 
to them that have no might he in- 
creaseth strength.”. 


Waiting.on God, the Way to 
Power 


Then he says, “But they that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and 
they shall walk, and not faint.” I 
want you to notice that it is “they 
that wait upon the Lord,” not 
they that make a hurried call and 
leave a c for God to look at 
when He gets back! No, no, that 
is not the point at all. No, it is 
not a bread-and-butter letter to 
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there used to be “White Steamers” 
that burned oil to make steam, 
and they also had electric cars. 
The trouble with them, both kinds, 
was that you had to wait awhile 
before you went! Are we willing 
to wait for steam? No, I want to 
step on the starter and—zooie!— 
here we go, with a clash of the 
gears and I’m out and gone. It is 
the same way with Christians 
about their prayer life, as with 


these electric cars; You will not { 


get anywhere unless you keep 
hooked onto the power line until 
your battery gets charged. That is 
stay there over the fire until it 
gets steam. I'll tell you right now, 
we are not independent. You know, 
we like automobiles with gasoline 
engines because they are independ- 
ent. They are not connected with 
any wires, they do not have to 
come to any certain home, they 
do not have to be recharged. 
There are too many Christidns 
that way. They think, “I can get 
along without God. I can stop in 
any garage I want to.” No, no. 
The only way for a Christian is to 
come back again and again and 
again to put your battery on the 
power line and get it charged. 
When you wait long enough to 
get your battery really qharged, 
ther “They shall mount up with 
wings as eagles; they shall run 
and not be weary; and they shall 
walk, and not faint.” 


I wonder how many hear me 
today who were once happy in the 
Lord. Ah, once you could have 
blessing, you could win souls, the 
Bible was sweet, the prayer-closet 
was a blessed rendezvous. Ah, the 
times that are gone! But you have 
lost them: Do you want them 
back? He will renew your strength 
if you wait upon the Lord. Renew 
it! Have all the power of yester- 
year! 


This. morning I read the story 
of Sampson, the judge of Israel. It 
is a tragic story; it is a sad story. 
The man was a failure. He kept 
running with the wrong crowd and 
got. into trouble and finally got 
his hair cut off and the Lord for- 
sook him. “He wist not that the 
Lord was departed from him.” 
The Philistines took him and 
blinded his eyes and made him 
pull a mill like a donkey. Then 
they made a joke of him. But 
ah, blessed be God, as Samson 
waited, his hair grew and he called 
on God, and God heard him and 
renewed his strength, and he had 
as much strength. as he ever had. 
What? You mean that man who 
fell so low? Yes, God heard him 
and renewed him and had more 
Philistines killed in his death than 
in his life. God renewed his 
strength, and He will renew yours, 
too. 


What else does the Scripture} 


say? Next it says you can fly. It 
is a wonderful thing that every 
Christian can do some flying. Do 
you think God wants some people 


‘to §=—answer, 


to have all the joy and the over- 
flowing, to have all the thrill and 
the fullness of the Spirit of oGd, 
to have souls saved, and every- 
body. else just stay at home and 
do the plodding? No, no. Every- 
one who waits long enough can 
do some fiying, too. They can 
“mount up with wings as eagles.” 

The other day Mary Lloys, my 
second girl, sixteen, came and said 
to me, “Daddy, Ill beat you 
around the block.” At Wheaton, 
where I live, the blocks are pretty 
long. She went one way, and I 
went the other. I was making it 
fine, but when I had gone that 
nearly a half-mile around, 
heart began to pound and I said 
“Well, I believe I'll let her beat © 
me.” So I slowed down. As I 
came around where I could see 
the house again, she was running 
up the porch. You can run spirit- 
ually without your heart pound- 
ing if you wait on God, 

Sometimes we carry a heavy 
burden, In my case, I preach here 
today, I preach out at the big 
tent tonight, I maintain my week- 
ly publication, The Sword of the 
Lord, and other burdens pile up 
and pile up and pile up, with mail 
sheaves of letters 
every day. Well, there is just one 
way to run and not be weary and 
tired—just one way to keep on 
going and preaching three, some- 
times four times a day, and that 
is to wait on the Lord. “They that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength; they shall mount 
vp with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and 
they shall walk, and not faint.” 
You can fly when it’s time to fly, 
and youtcan run under pressure 
and not faint, if you wait on the 
Lord.

You asked, ‘Are 
we supposed to have large fami- 
lies ?’ 

“ANSWER: Yes, according’ to 
the Bible large families are very 
much to be desired under ordinary 


circumstances, Psalm 127:3-5 says: 
‘Lo, children are an heritage of 
the Lord; and the fruit of the 
womb is his reward. As arrows 
are in the hand of a mighty man; 
so are children of the youth. 
Happy is the man that hath his 
quiver full of them: they shall not 
be ashamed, but they shall speak 
with the enemies in the gate.’ 

“Abraham and Sarah prayed for 
many years for a son, Isaac. Isaac 
and Rebekah prayed for twenty 
years before God gave them Jacob 
and Esau. And read in Genesis, 
chapters 29 and 30, how earnestly 
Leah and Rachel desired children, 
and_ how they praised God for 
their many sons. It is clear from 
the attitude recorded and ap- 
proved in the Bible that Christian 
people ought to delight in good 
families of children, 


“Children are a heritage of the 
Lord, a gift of God. They should 
be regarded as such and not as a 
burden. And ordinarily. if mothers 
nurse their babies, children will 
average not over two years apart 
in the most prolific period of a 
couple’s life. And God never gives 
more children than He will help 
take care of if His people trust 
Him and serve Him. 

“It is also well to remember 
that a child who grows up in a 
large family, in a Christian home, 
has the very best possible back- 
ground and training for success 
and happiness. Where there are 
one or two children they are often 
spoiled, selfish, willful, lazy. Chil- 
dren in large families cannot get 
so much attention, they have to 
give up to one another, they have 
to do without some things, they 
have to learn to work. Mothers 
have to teach their little ones to 
help. The greatest men and women 
often come from large families.

Our safety and security are in 
Him. He is the “author and fin- 
isher of our faith.” He began the 
work in our hearts: He will finish 
what He had begun. Hear the 
word of the Lord! “Being confi- 
dent of this very thing, that he 
which hath begun a good work 
in you will perform it until the 
day of Jesus Christ.” (Phil. 1:6.) 
We are told in that matchless 
eighth chapter of Romans that 
His eternal purpose in everyone 
of the redeemed is that they 


should be conformed to.the image 
of His son—that they shall be like 
Jesus. And, thank God, nothing 
can defeat His purpose. “More- 
over whom he did predestinate, 
them he also called: and whom 
he called, them he also justified: 
and whom he justified, them he 
also glorified.” (Rom. 8:30.) You 
will note that everyone of these 
glorious statements is in the past 
tense. This means that the min- 
ute God called us in Christ, that 
minute,;- as far as His eternal 
purpose is concerned, we were al- 
ready in glory. I’m not afraid of 
the doctrine of predestination, It 
means to me that God has started 
somewhere, that He knows where 
He is going and that He is going 
to get there in spite of all that 
any power in the universe can 
do to hinder. When He laid hold 
of me in the hour of my salva- 
tion He started with me to glory 
and, praise the Lord, He’ is going 
to get there with me. 3 

To every trembling soul, re- 
deemed and washed in His blood, 
He is: still speaking these assur- 
ing words, “My sheep hear my 
voice, and I know them, and they 
follow me: and I give unto them 
eternal life; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any pluck 
them out of my hand. My Father 
which gave them me is greater 
than all; and‘none is able to pluck 
them out of my Father’s hand.” 
(Jno. 10:27-29.) What greater as- 
surance of-our eternal security 
could He give? Let us believe it, 
trust it and rest in perfect. peace 
in the hollow of His nail-scarred 
hand. 


This. must have been what Paul 
had in mind when he shouted in 
defiance to the whole universe, 
“Who ‘shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? Shall distress, or 
persecution, or famine, or naked- 
ness, or peril, or sword? (As it 
is written, For thy sake we are 
killed ‘all the day long; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaugh- 
ter) Nay, in all these things we 
are more than conquerors through 
him that loved us. For I am 
persuaded, that neither death, nor 
life, nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” (Rom. 8:35-39.) 
In that gloriously triumphant 
statement Paul challenges the 
world, the flesh and the devil. But 
he is not thinking of his ability 
to hold on to Christ, but of the 
mighty grip of that all-powerful 
hand upon him. wip 

Let us look to Jesus for life, 
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tory, for all things. For He is 
all and in all, “Who is the image 
of the invisible God, the firstborn 
of every creature. For by him 
were all things created, that are 
in heaven, and that are in earth, 
visible and invisible, whether they 
be thrones, or dominions, or prin- 
cipalities, or powers: all things 
were created by him, and for him: 
and he is before all things, and 
by him all things consist. (Col. 
1:16-17.) He has endured . the 
cross and there made perfect 
atonement for our every sin. He 
has-conquered death, hell and the 
grave, and “is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God.” 
God the Father has said to Him, 


I make thine enemies thy foot- 
stool.” (Mat. 22:44.) We are as- 
sured that “He must reign till 
he hath put all enemies under his 
feet.” (I Cor. 15:25.). He lives! 
He rules! He reigns! He who 
has all power in heaven and in 
earth has said, “Lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the age.”
